U.S. Must Be 
Ready To Fight 


Wallace States’ 


BURLINGTON, Is. Aug. 1— 
(AP) — Vice-President Wallace, 
the new United States economic 
defence chief, dedicating an “Ar- 
senal of Liberty,” declared Thurs- 
day night the United States must 
show complete willingness to fight 
if necessary, if there is to be any 
chance for peace. 

“Only by developing our might to 
the utmost,” said the vice-president 
in a talk scheduled to be broadcast 
internationally as a climax to the 
formal opening of a $50,000,000 Iowa 
ordnance plant here, “only by de- 
monstrating through every action 
and attitude that we are completely 
willing to go to war if necessary, is 
there any chance for that peace 
which we so earnestly desire.” 

Wallace was named yesterday by 
President Roosevelt as chairman of 
a new economic defence board.

The Australian forces have won 
laurels wherever they have been in ac- 
tion. Nowhere have they acquitted 
themselves better than in holding To- 
bruk. That Libvan port is not a nat- 
ural stronghold. The Italians could 
not hang on there though they outnum- 
bered Wavell’s forces ten to one, had 
unlimited supplies, and had_ spent 
months fortifying the place. The 
“Aussies” took it from them last win- 
ter, have held it ever since, and say 
they can go on holding it as long as 
required. 

For nearly four months Tobruk 
has been under continuous siege. It 
has been bombed times without num- 


ber, attacked by tanks, by infantry, 
Shelled daily, assaulted by surprise 
raids, One officer who has_ been 


through the siege says casually that 
Axis planes come over “about every 
two hours.” 

But, backed and supplied by war- 
ships of the Mediterranean squadron 
and by R.A.F. planes, the garrison has 
not only held on, but has waged an ac- 
tive and damaging offensive against 
the flank of the Axis column strung 
out along the coast highway. Rommel 
could not retake what Graziani lost. 

Tobruk will go down in history as 
a desert outpost where valor has kept 
the flag flying through long months of 
investment by enemy forces incompar- 
ably greater in numbers and armed 
with all the implements of attack. 


This Isn't Peace-Time 


It took the affair at Arvida to bring 
to attention one peace-time restriction 
of authority which no one thought to 
suspend when war came. When the 
strikers seized the works it was found 
the Minister of defence had no power 
to send troops to protect the plant or 
preserve order without first obtaining 
the consent of municipal and provin- 
cial authorities. As the town is a com- 
pany town there was no municipal 
authority to consult, and the provin- 
cial Government had to be asked about 
it. 

Fortunately the strikers did not re- 
sort to sabotage at Arvida nor seem- 
ingly did disorder break out. But had 
they been of different temperament 
they had four days leeway in which 
they could have wrecked the establish- 
ment, and put an important source of 


warplane material out of business for | 


many months. 

That oversight has of course been 
corrected. An order-in-council hastily 
passed at Ottawa gives the Minister 
power to send troops where they are 
needed to prevent interference with 
war production, without waiting for re- 
quest or consent from municipal or pro- 


vincial authorities. The ridiculous 
Arvida situation will not therefore 
arise elsewhere. 

There are reasons why local and 


provincial officials should be consulted 
in peace-time before the military is em- 
ployed to interfere in a strike area, But 
thoSe considerations, like a good many 
others, have to be pigeon-holed in war- 
time. Industries vital to the security 
of the country must be protected, re- 
gardless of peace-time ceremonial pro- 
cedure, 


The Question Of Safety 


The National Safety Council re- 
ports that during the first half of this 
year 16,810 persons were killed on 
streets and highways in the United 
States. The figure is 17 per cent 
higher than that for the first half of 
1940. In numbers the increase’ in 
deaths was 2390. If the casualty rate 
continues to grow as rapidly as it has 
been growing, the total for this year 
will be beyond the 40,000 mark. 

During the first Great War, 50,150 
United States soldiers were killed in 
battle. As forces from the republic 
were engaged for more than a half- 
year, the highway fatalities are ap- 
roximately 4S luimerous as were 

aths in the trenches, 

In the eighteen months from the 
beginning of 1940 to the end of last 
June, 41,910 civilians were killed in 
Great Britain by air raiders. Motorists 
in @&e United States may kill a5 many 
in the current twelve months, will in 
fact do so if they keep up the record of 
fatality increase during the first half 
of the year.

The Sixth Week 


On Sunday it will be six weeks since 
Herr Hitler announced with a rhetori- 
cal flourish that he had placed “the 
safety of the Reich” in the hands of 
the army, and sent his mechanized 
forces to spread death and destruction 
through the territory of his economic 
ally, to whom his spokesman at Mos- 
cow had the evening before pledged the 
eternal fidelity of the Fuehrer. 


So far as can be gathered from the | 


conflicting despatches, the end of the 
sixth week promises to leave matters 
about as they stood at the end of the 
fifth—and the fourth, and the third. 
Certainly the Nazi headquarters has 
not yet sent out the reports of the 
world-shaking victories it has been pro- 
mising for a fortnight. 

Instead, it is admitted at Berlin 


that the “fanatical Russians are 
attacking fiercely at the base of the 
German spearhead thrust beyond 


Smolensk. And Moscow openly declares 
the attempted blitzkrieg has been 
stalled all along the 1800 mile line. Both 
sides say the fighting has been con- 
tinuous and furious, in itself an admis- 
sion from the attackers that they are 
not making rapid headway, if any. 

Meanwhile the Ukraine wheat crop 
is being harvested and carted away 
into the interior. If the grain is ripe 
enough to cut it will soon be ripe 
enough to burn, if part of the crop has 
to be destroyed to keep it from falling 
into the Nazi hands. And repeated and 
undenied reports say the Ploesti oil 
fields have been burned into at least 
temporary unproductiveness. 

The Ukraine wheat was one im- 
mediate objective of the Nazi invasion; 
while it was certainly no part of Ber- 
lin’'s plans that the Rumanian oil 
supply should be cut down. In those 
two items of material supplies Ger- 
many is worse off than if it had not 
turned against the economic partner. 

As for the major objective, that of 
smashing the Red army and forcing 
Russia to surrender—it appears to be 
no nearer attainment than it was four 
weeks ago.

By “Mongrel” Troops Fight-

There was one stand-up and knock- 
down fight in Russia the other day. 

Made desperate by continued German 
reverses, Adolf Hitler resolved to inflict 
at least one crushing defeat on the Rus- 
sians, 


So into the central front of the 
Smolensk sector he threw his very finest 
regiment. This was the : 
famous or _ notorious, 

“Great German Regi- 
ment,” picked storm 
troopers, chosen after 


rigid inspection for their 
fierce devotion to the 
Nazi cause and, more im- 
portantly, for the purity 
of their Nordic blood, 

These men, Hitler said, 
were invincible, 

They were banded 
together with the single 
purpose of demonstrating Harold L. Weir 
the martial superiority of the Nordic race. 

Well, these Nordic supermen met an 
equal number of Russians in a pitched 
battle. And the Russians beat the super? 
pants off them. 

A communique from Moscow  an- 
nounced with justifiable glee that the 
regiment which trounced the picked body 
of Nazis was composed of 60 different 
nationalities and all possible biological 
permutations and combinations thereof. 


The Racial Myth 

This trumped up theory of the Nazis 
that they are of peculiarly pure blood and 
Superior for that reason is a stupid myth 
and quite untrue in two definite par- 
ticulars. 

In the first place, neither the Germans 
nor any other extant race is of anything 
remotely resembling pure blood. 

In the second place, there is absolutely 
no proof—and, indeed, the evidence is all 
to the contrary—that purity of blood is an 
asset for purposes of intelligent and 


The spurious ethnologists of Germany 
attempt to justify their claim that pure 
blood is of some mysterious virtue by 


| dubious botanical and barnyard references. 


They say that in the world of plants, 
like only mates with like. This, they 
declare, is nature’s evidence that the high- 
est forms of life are only produced by 
strict avoidance of miscegenation, which 
is a ten-dollar word meaning mixed 
breeding.

Livestock eugenists know that they 
secure better results by keeping their 
herds and their pens pure because by 


breeding entirely within definite strains, 
they intensify the characteristics peculiar 
to those strains. 

If one kind of cattle is renowned for 
the production of milk and another kind 
for the production of good beef, it is a 
mistake to cross-breed them because the 
progeny will be neither good milch cattle 
nor good beef cattle. 

But it is beginning to be believed, now, 
that the purpose of |uman beings on the 
earth is somewhat higher than the pro- 
duction of larger eggs, as in hens, fatter 
flanks, as in cattle, or sounder wind, as 
in race horses 

Of course, it is natural for the Nazis to

Fertility, brawn and obedience are the 
cardinal virtues of any Nazi, and, of 
course, careful breeding will produce

No Pure Races 

There are no pure races, 

Even the ancient Greeks and Romans 
were dubious mixtures of many racial 
groups. The countries of Europe have 
been invaded so often and so violently 
that such a thing as pure blood is a 
biological fantasy. 

If Geoffrey of Monmouth is right, the 
foundations of Britain were laid by sur- 
vivors from the siege of Troy who also 
founded Rome. In that case, we are prob- 
ably closer to the most ancient Italians in 
origin than to anyone else. 

This obsession about pure blood is of 
comparatively recent birth. There is no 
tecord of mediaeval nations bothering 
about it, although they were much nearer 
to racial purity than ourselves, 

Indeed, the mediaevals were quite 
liberal in such matters. Thus, the dalli- 
ance of Count William’s father on a river 
bank did not prejudice his successors. And 
even the possession of a bar sinister was 
regarded as lending robustiousness and 
Piquancy to a coat-of-arms. 

As a matter of fact, this consciousness

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America Paying For Her Isolationism 


Delay In Taking Decisive Stand 
‘Responsible For Present 
Jap Crisis 
By WALTER LIPPMANN 

Now that the Japanese are in Indo- 
China almost every one, including Senator 
Wheeler, sees that the United States can- 
not afford to .stand by while Japan 
her 
power for the marctery of Asia and the 
western Pacific. It is plain to almost every 
one that if the Japanese imperial power is 
not checked now, it will 
become so great that it 
cannot be checked at all 
It is plain that Japan has 
not been and will not be 
checked by our expres- 
sions of moral disap- 
proval, and that, there- 
fore, we have had to 
choose either to let 
Japan get ready for the 
conquest of the whole 
western Pacific, includ- ; eae 
ing the Philippines, or to Miho 
strike a blow aimed at W. Lippmann 
the economic heart of Japan and intended, 
not to annoy Japan, but to paralyze her. 

It would be a dangerous delusion to 
approve the President's freezing order 
without a full realization that it is meant 
to be a deadly blow at the power of 
japan, and that in a conflict of this sort a 
blow should never be struck if it hurts but 
does not go home. Therefore, if the freez- 
ing is not sufficient to paralyze Japan, or 
conceivably to cause a real change in 
policy in Tokyo, other measures must 
necessarily follow quickly. Thus we find 
ourselves on the edge of embargo, and 
then of blockade, and then of war.

This situation in which we find our- 
selves is not due either to the President's 
strong language about the Axis powers 
or to the lease-lend bill and our policy of 
aiding Britain and China. Mr. Landon

Unable to conquer the Chinese in four 
years of violence and victories, she has 
turned to stricken, helpless France. Un- 


able to strike back in defence of French 
Indo-China, the pliant, Fascist-controlled 
government at Vichy has had to bow the 
Japanese into possession of this favored 
French colony, on the pretext of thereby 
protecting it from Britain and United 
States. 

Japan never yields anything up volun- 
tarily, The League of Nations granted her 
a mandate over the Marshall and Caroline 
island groups. Japan proceeded to fortify 
them. refusing to allow even scientific 
expeditions from Europe to enter them for 
the purpose of checking a solar eclipse. 
Intrepid adventurers who ventured there- 
in never came out alive. They were the 
victims of unfortunate shooting incidents 
When Japan formally withdrew from the 
League of Nations she did not yield up her 
mandate for these groups, or return them 
to her Axis partner. She kept them for 
herself, as everyone expected she would. 
And this is the nation to whom the Vichy 
Government has handed over the case of 
French Indo-China for “protection” 
against Britain and United States, 


Japan Commits Hara Kiri 


The Japanese have a_ time-honored 
method of self-destruction. With a cere- 
monial knife he disembowels himself with 
two quick cuts, He calls it hara kiri, Thus 
does a proud samurai wipe out the stain 
of dishonor. A chauffeur of the Emperor 
some time ago thus disembowelled him- 
self to wipe out the dishonor of a blowout 
on the honorable royal limousine, entail- 
ing a halt to a procession while the spare 
tire was put in place. 

Japan has now committed hara kiri. 
She has disembowelled her trade, without 
which she cannot live. No nation on earth 


is less self-contained than Japan. Since 
she threw off feudalism and embarked 
upon world trade her one great weapon 


was cheap labor. She had no raw mater- 
ials to export. She had few raw materials 
for herself, She imported raw cotton, and 
with cheap labor delivered cotton goods in 
Manchester at less than Manchester costs 
She bought serap iron, and with cheap 
labor smelted and fashioned it into cheap 
articles for export trade With cheap labor 
she built up a silk trade-—her one principal 
item of export which is wholly produced 
in Japan

Now with an embargo agzinst oil, 
metals and munitions from United States 
and the British Empire, and an embargo 
against silk from Japan, she is hit coming 
and going. She cannot trade with Ger- 
many and Italy for they are at war with 
Britain, and their trade is swept from the 
seas, 

What other sources of supply remain? 


| Her eyes are turned toward the rich Dutch 


East Indies. Her occupation of French 
Indo-China is a step towards this prize. 
But she cannot seize the Dutch East Indies 
save by force. Both Britain and United 
States have made it plain that they will 
strike at Japan should she strike at the 
Duten East Indies. Her next move must 


| await the development of events in the 


European War. 

Hitler and his Nazis have made a tool 
of Italy—now reduced to the status of a 
German province. They lured Japan into 
the anti-Comintern pact only to trick her 
by a pact of their own with Russia. Then 
when Japan followed up with a pact with 
Russia, they tricked her again by declar- 
ing war on Russia. 

Japan is now in the throes of an econ- 
omic war with her chief sources of raw 
materials. That war she is certain to lose. 
She has no hope of winning a naval war 
in the Pacific against Britain and United 
States unless Hitler is able to overthrow 
Britain and Russia in Europe. 

Japan has allowed Hitler and her own 
greed to lead her into a predicament from 
which there is no withdrawal with honor 
She has disembowelled her trade, and may 
have to hara kiri her aim to be the 
supreme overlord of the Eastern world.

Had we in June and July of 
1940 allowed ourselves to send a few war- 
ships to Indo-Chima and a few to Casa- 
blanca, along with pledges of help such as 
we have now given to Britain and to 
China. we should have been taking some 
risks, But we should have been taking 
no risk comparable in gravity to the risk 
we now face because we have let the 
French empire fall to Hitler through the 
connivance of the men of Vichy. 


Isolationist Policy 


Our isolationist policy in 1940 com- 
pelled us to let the French empire go by 
default, and in 1941 that French empire 
has been delivered to our enemies. The 
isolationist policy of not supporting our 
friends end of not taking preventive 
measures in time has not brought peace: 
it has brought us face to face with an exe 
tremely difficult war in extremely incon- 
venient areas of the two oceans. 

Bad as it is, the situation is not yet 
desperate—provided Congress and the 
people learn and apply the lessons of our 
costly experience. We are now face to 


| face with Japan in the Pacific, challenged 


by her occupation of Indo-China and 
reacting by a declaration of economic war. 
Are we now to continue the isolationist 
policy which has brought us where we are 
or are we at last to reverse it? If we 
continue it, we shall dissociate ourselves 


| grandly from the British, the Chinese, the 


Russians, and in the end fight Japan 
alone. If we scrap the isolationist policy 
because it is a proven failure, we shail 
‘take the lead in helping to organize the 
coalition of all the peoples fighting the 
Axis, thus avoiding a repetition of the 
colossa] folly which lost us France and 
turned France against us.
